•was allowed. 
Mr. Dillon wanted to 


know when Pfleger's :time expired. He 
thought there onght to be some way to 
get rid of him. 
He made motion that 


the solicitor proceed with steps neces- 
sary to get him out, 


The mayor reported fines and licensee 


to the amount of $24.40 for the month 
of November. 


Mr. Osborn presented a resolution for 


payment of a note of $929 due F. F. 
Varner and interest for twelve months. 
This is money for building the new en- 
gine house. 


Mr. Huber reported on the N. & W. 


shop question. 
The committee on law 


and claims had]made an effort to find 
out all they could. All facts were 
founded on the most reliable informa- 
tion. 
Mr. Huber's report was as fol- 


lows: 


"When this lease was entered into 


between the city and the N. & W. Rail- 
way company, the conditions and re- 
quirements of which yon are all famil- 
iar with, the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
way company, then known as the Soioto 
Valley & Ohio River division, had 
twenty engines and about five hundred 
cars. 
The repairs were all made here 


for a time. 
Bat as the road has been 


extended other shops have been erected 
and gradually work transferred from 
here. 
The foundry and coach depart- 


ment and paint shop have been remove 
about sis months; only two or three 
are working in the blacksmith shop, 
and now the repairs of the locomotives 
are to be done at Kenova. Even the 
office force has been reduced in the last 
few days. 
And all this the Norfolk & 


Western Railway company did without 
ever conEntling the city authorities. 
When they found that council was 
about to bring them to time, they con- 
cluded they had hotter be looking after 
their fences. 
Yioe-Preaident Barr, 


Superintendent Robinson and the at- 
torney of the road from Columbus came 
here last Friday, whether upon the so- 
licitation of anybody here or of their 
own volition, I cannot say. 


"The committee on law and claim 


-was invited to meet these gentlemen at 
Judge Bannon's office, which we did 
one Friday afternoon at 4:30 p. m., all 
the members of the committee being 
present. 
Golden promises as to the in- 


tention of the N. & W. were held out 
to us by the oracle, Vice-President 
Barr. 
The pay-roll was not to suffer 


here, for instead of the locomotives 
more freight and coal cars, about a,- 1 


000, more or less, were to be repaired 
here. 
The 
gentleman also asseited 


that the N. & W. Railroad company 
did not own any building lots at 
Kenova. 


"Now I am merely stating some 


facts tonight to show that the N. & 
W. Railroad company has broken some 
of'the conditions of their lease in an 
arbitrary manner, not considering it 
worth while to even consult the city in 
the least; thereby showing that a prom- 
ise on their part amounts to nothing. 
Upon careful investigation and due 
consideration I find that the N. & W. 
shops are about stripped of all 
the 


skilled labor in the various departments 
and that in the near future nothing but 
the most ordinary repairing will be 
done in these shops by the cheapest 
kind of labor, which the company, will 
probably import from Virginia. 
For 


how can they do any repairing of con- 
sequence without 
a foundry? 
The 


workmen would have to stand around 
and wait for castings when a car 
would come in for 
repairs. 
That's 


not the way this or any other company 
do business. 
The repair of so many 


cars would also require quite a number 
of blacksmiths, which they haven't 
They may have their names on paper 
but they fail to show up on the pay 
roll. 


"That the Norfolk & Western Bail- 


way company does not own building 
lots in Kenova, I rerily believe. There 
is very good reason for this. 
The 


laws of West Virginia, as I under- 
stand, forbid them to hold and specu- 
late in building lots. 
To get around 


the law, tome of the directors and; 
stockholder* of the N. & W. Railway 
company form a land company and the 
officers of the road work right into their 
hands. 


"IB conclusion let me say: The N. 


& W. Railway company has broken 
promises heretofore, and we have every 
reason to believe they w 11 do BO again. 
It is my humble but honest opinion 
that we should not yield to them one 
inch. 
Vice-President Barr has stated 


to the committee ID a most explicit 
manner that they will not comply 
with the lease in the future. 


"The oommittee therefore won^ld ask 


the oity solicitor what legal steps 
ought to be taken BO that the oity may 
maintain.its rights; and I would sug- 
gest here that when this council ad- 
journs it adjourn to some evening in 
the near future for the purpose of a 
disposing of this matter in compliance 
with the recommendations of our legal 
adviser. 
I also would suggest that the 


N. & W. Railway company be re- 
quested to have a repteseutative at 
said adjourned meeting. 
Mr. Presi- 


dent, I put these suggestions in the 
form of a motion." 
5 Mr. Haber's motion to meet next 
Wednesday 
evening to take action 


was carried. 


Solicitor Miller stated that in 1878 


the lease entered into with the Soioto 
Valley provided for the repair of 
all locomotives and oars on road to the 
shops here. 
In violation of the lease 


the city could hold the machinery. The 
lease conditions had been broken and 
the oity was in a position 
to cancel 


the lease. Two propositions were pre- 
sented—one to forfeit the lease and the 
other to enter into a new lease on terms 
proposed by Mr. Barr, providing for 
increasing repair of oars. The solicitor 
thought it dangerous to allow this mat- 
ter to remain without some action 
being taken. 


Mr. Osbora thanked the oommittee 


chairman for his report and said he 
was 
in accord with the principal 


features. His recollection was that 
several things stated at conference with 
the N. & W. officials had not been re- 
ported. 
He advised council to take 


pains to inform themselves aud the 
oommittee on law and claims should 
produce all the evidence in their posses- 
sion at the meeting Wednesday. 


H. Laefc & Oo. were given privilege 


to place a wagon scale on Washington 
street in front of their place of busi- 
ness. 


As regards the opening of Tenth 


street between Offnere and Lincoln, 
Mr. Dodge made an offer to give thirty 
feet of ground at f 15 a foot, or $450. 
The matter was laid on the table. 
Mr. Huber voted no. 


Mr. Bratt, of the light committee, 


stated they needed a new belt for th« 
new dynamo.

The first witness called by the defense 
was the defendant, Saners himself, 
who, in answer to questions, testified 
that on exhuming the body of Knglert 
he fonnd that the wound indicated that 
the ball entered the back of the head. 
He also knew that Dr. Abbott had as- 
saulted George Englett in Oinoinnati. 
Ee Ssaid: 
"I had oonHnlted with 


Mayor Glidden, Marshal Sohmitt and 
Ha ry Bannon and they agreed that the 
proper thing to do was to make the 
affidavit, and it was settled between ns 
that I should do it. 
After this waa 


done Mayor Glidden gave me a letter 
addressed to Mr. Schrader of Cincin- 
nati, the purport of which was: 'We 
have a clear case against Dr. A. L 
Abbott and are ready to ^place. him in 
jail as soon as we can produce a miss- 
ing link. This we ask yon to assist in 
getting. The connection we wish to 
make is, that the ball entered the back 
part of the head, instead of the front, 
as reported by the coroner,' The body 
was exhumed, and the examination 
made, and I thought it showed very 
clearly that such was the case." On 
feeing cross-examined, he said.: 
"No, 


I am no detective and am not related 
to the Sohiaders. 
Have not 
been 


claiming to be a detective. 
I did not 


tell Gib Stewart that I codd make two 
hundred dollars by playing detective, 
and I was going to show up that Dr. 
Abbott killed George Englert. , I had 
notice by letter that some one would 
be killed in that joint (meaning the 
Lodge) soon, and 
George Englert 


proved to be the one. I know the past 
history of both Eoglert and Abbott. 
I 


knew that Abbott once assaulted Eng- 
lert in Cincinnati!. 
On the night of 


Englert's death Abbott was the first | 
man. in the room. These facts led me 
to believe that I was justified in mak- 
ing the affidavit. 


Harry Bannon^was next called. He 


aaid: "I am prosecuting attorney of 
the county. Mayor Glidden had baen 
to see me several times at my office, at 
my 
home and one Sunday at my 


father's residence, where I always go 
lor Sunday dinner. 
One day Mayor 


Glidden telephoned me to come to his 
office. 
I did ao. I found the mayor, 


marshal and George [Saners 
there. 


Each of them told me what he knew 
about^the Englert case, and what I 
thought they knew. 
I told them tbat 


circumstantial evidence was largely in 
favor of them making a case agains 
Abbott, but the direct evidenca migh 
"be too much for them. 
I did not jna 


say to them to swear oub the warrant 
but I left the impression upon thei 
minds that I thought'it was the proper 
thing to do. They asked me if I 
would stand by themjif they started the 
case. I said I would. I thought the 
circumstances justified a judicial in- 
vestigation. 
I saw one letter that 


Saueis had received, signed by Chief 
Deitsoh. I got several anonymous let- 
ters bearing on the case." 


Marshal Sohmitt was next called. 


He said ho [had just heard Mr. Ban- 
non's testimony and it was all right, 
except that Mr. Bannon advised the ar- 
rest of two people, instead of one. 
Sauers made the affidavit. 
Marshal 


Sohmitt further said: "I had other 
information. 
I talked 
with Jacob 


Pfao, because I knew George Englert 
and Pfan were very intimate. 


Mayor Glidedn was recalled. 
He 


said: "I did write the letter to Mr. 
Schradar, as referred to by Mr. Sauers. 
I do not think I wrote as positive as 
Mr. fSauera stated, but he was sub- 
stantially correct in his statement. 
I 


think Saners acted in good faith, and 
I thought so at the time. 
I carried 


the affidavit about one week before I 
issued the warrant. 
I was making 


some further investigations." 


At this point the defense rested, 


there being no rebutal evidence. 
The 


case, HO far as the evidence waa con- 
cerned, was at an end. 


Tho interest in the Sauers-Abbott 


case is nnabatod. 
The court room of 


'Squire Hall was crowded again today. 
The whole flay has been put in in 
aruging the case, ant1 still continues as 
we go to press. 
Mr. Funk talked all 


the forenoon in opening the case. Mr. 
Finney talked for two hours. 
Mr. 


Funk making the closing argument. 


Sauers waa released last night on 


$500 bond, given by John Schnler, 
foimer proprietor and present owner of 
the Lodge Oafe property. 


The arguments in the case have 


closed. 
The court said the case was 


one of great importance to Mr. Saners, 
to Dr. Abbott and to the community at 
large, and a little time wonld be taken 
to look over authorities. 
The decision 


will probably be given some ti:ae to- 
morrow.
